“But mostly it's only 
two, or three. feet before we 
reach the permafrost.'’)-

Despite this warning, licenses cen 
tinued to be granted. For example, the 
Borden Government in 1912 authorized 
‘the Cedar Rapids Transmission Com.

It is led by members of the 
Truman administration, bv Mr. Truman 
himself, Mr. Achesen, and Mr. Paul 
Nitze. 


Not Negotiable 


Their thesis is that the status of 
West Berlin is not a negotiable ques. 
tion, that the right policy for the U.S. 
is to refuse to discuss the status of 
West Berlin. and to defy the Soviets to 
dom anything about West Berlin. They 
think, it would appear, that the Soviet 
government will he overawed by US, 
firmness. “And if it is not over-awed, 
they are prepared to fight sorne kind 
of “limited” war. 

These retired “Eruman officials. like 
old soldiers, are insmy view trying te 
relive the hattles in‘which they won 
their fame ard their glory. But while 
they are right in insisting that the 
cold war will go on, their ‘preoccupa- 
tion with their own past historyis pre- 
venting them from grasping and-deal- 
ing with the new phase of the cald 
war 

A rigid and unchanging diplomacy, 
which is what they advise, will not 
work in the present phase of the cold 
war 

it will not work because it compels 
the country to oppose all . moves 
towards acimmmodation. This is an im- 
possible platform from which to exer 
cise world leadership. Moreover, this 
negativism contains within it an ugly 
thing. which is quite evident and quite 
well known evervwhere. 


Ugly Thing 


This ugiy thing is the belief that 


‘without perpetual tension and fear the 


democracies cannot he induced to sup 
port. the necessary armaments, of 
trusted not te appease the adversary 
and to sink into cowardice and leth- 
argy. What lies at the root ef this 
thing is the belief that the democra- 
cies cannot be Jed and that they must 
be terrorized. 

it is true that the great interna- 
tional measures of the war and of the 
‘Truman—administration—lend-lease, the 


Marshall Plan, NATO-—were pushed 
through -Congress by popular terror 
and fear. But that cannot go on for- 
ever. 


The time has come, now that- the 
post-war era is ending, when our lead. 
ers will have to learn how to persuade 
and convince the people, not merely te 
frighten and stampede them, into doing 
what is necessary for them to do

For Two Californians 


STOCKHOLM {AP} Two 
American atomic scientists to 
day were awarded the 1959 
Nobel Physics Prize for the 
discovery of the anti-proton 
proving that matter exists in 
two forms, as particles and 
anti-particles, 

The physics winners are 
Italian-born Emilio Segre. 54, 
and Dr. Owen Chamberiain, 
39, born’ in San Francisco. 
Both are attached to the Uni 
versity of California at Berke- 
ley. 

The chemistry prize this 
year was awarded: to profes 
sor Jaroslaw Heyrovsky, a 63 
year-old Czech. It was the 
first Nobel award ever made 
to Czechoslovakia. 

Heyrovsky was honored for 
developing the polarographic 
method of rapidly analyzing 
the precise chemical composi 
tion of complicated sub. 
stances. It has been particu 
larly valuable in the field of 
metallurgy.
